Indianapolis Railways, in order 
to acquaint transit riders with its 
service, has recently prepared a 
new map of the system for free 
distribution to its patrons and 
local business establishments. 

The map comes in two sizes. 

The pocket size, which is small 





_and can be easily carried, is 


available at no cost to the public 
in general. These maps can be 
secured at the Circle Bus Station 
and at the various supervisors’ 
booths. 

A large map, measuring 28 ins. 
by 35 ins., is available to business 
firms, industrial plants, public 
buildings, etc., for hanging on 


_the wall. Copies of this map can 


be secured by calling in person 
at the Indianapolis Railways Ser- 
vice Dept., 906 Traction Terminal 
Building. 

Both maps show all the routes 
in the system, and have a city 
street guide. On the pocket side 
is included schedules that show 
the average frequency on all 
lines, times of first and last cars, 
and the owl bus schedule. 

These new maps are proving 
very helpful to new riders who 
are using public transportation 
for the first time because of auto, 
tire and gasoline rationing. The 
maps provide war workers and 
other essential employees with a 
quick method of becoming ac- 
quainted with the system.

The editor’s chair, 

Maybe you did and maybe you 
didn’t notice the moving of the 
editorial page back into the pa- 
per.

A Rabbi's Christmas Thoughts 


HIS festive day of our Christian brothers 
always calls to mind “A Jew to Jesus” by 
Babette Deutsch. 


O man of my own people, I alone. 

Among these alien people can know thy face, 
I who felt the kinship of our race 

Burn in me as I sit where they intone 

Thy praise—those who striving to make known 
A God of sacrifice have missed the grace 

Of thy sweet human meaning in its place, 
Thou who are of our blood bond and our own, 
Are we not sharers of thy passion? ... Yea 
In spent anguish close by the side 

We drained the bitter cup and tortured, felt 
With the bruising of each heavy welt. 

In every land is our Gethsemane 

A thousand times have we been crucified. 


All this is true, and more. Never has the 
Gethsemane of the eternal Jew been more 
poignant or tragic than today in Hitler-polluted 
Europe. Not “a thousand.times” but two mil- 
lion times since this war began has the cruci- 
fixion of a Jew been perpetrated. 

The ideal of this holy season in Christendom 
was chanted by the angel choir of old, “Glory to 
God in the highest; peace on earth, good-will 
toward men.” How raucous and hollow sound 
these words amid the din of Armageddon. 

Where were these ideals, when a Christian 
world stood by and saw the wanton Japanese 
assault on China, begun in 1931 and still going 
strong? 

Where were these ideals when the Christian 
Kingdom of Italy attacked and laid waste the 
Christian Kingdom of Ethiopia? Where were 
these ideals when that same Catholic nation 
invaded little Albania on Good Friday? 

Where were these ideals when the brutes of 
Nazism enforced the Nurnberg Laws with fiend- 
ish vigor upon the hapless people of Jesus in a 
land that four centuries ago sought to reform 
Christendom with the pristine faith of Jesus. 

Where were these ideals when so-called 
Christian nations fomented civil war in Spain, 
forcing brother to slay brother in bloody re- 
hearsal for the present world-wide holocaust? 

Where were these ideals on the Black Thurs- 
day of German Jewry, on the day Catholic 


Austria was gleichschaltet, when free. Czecho- 
slovakia was shamelessly sacrificed at Munich, 
or when Christian Monarchs found themselves 
powerless to stem the pagan crusade into Den- 
mark, Norway, Holland, Belgium, and then 
Catholic France? 

Where were these ideals when allegedly 
atheistic Russia could no longer protect the 
Baltic lands she held and the Balkan lands she 
blessed, as the hordes of the new Attila swept 
eastward in an unbroken series of Lidices, en- 
slaving, starving, torturing, and murdering 
other: professing Christians as they went? 

Where were these ideals of Jesus the Jew 
when those who pay him lip-service have re- 
duced the number of Jews in Poland by over 
a million through mass murder, official exe- 
cutions, and slow starvation; have decimated 
the German Jewish community of over a half 
million to a suffering, distraught 40,000? But 
10,000 out of a former 85,000 Jews remain in 
Belgium since the Nazi invasion, but 60,000 out 
of 180,000 in the Netherlands, but 270,000 out 
of 900,000 in Roumania, and a similar story is 
rapidly being written for France, the Baltic and 
Balkan countries. 


Where were these ideals when the most un- 
speakable barbarities ever devised by maniacal 
minds were being perpetrated? 

These ideals were non-existent. They had 
simply never taken root in the thin top-soil of 
Christian civilization that in so many places 
barely covered the bed-rock of primitive bar- 
barism. 

Only when men and nations shall accept 
the ideals of this Christmas Day, marking the 
birth in Bethlehem of Jewish parents of a boy, 
who lived, labored, preached, and died a Jew 
—only when men and nations shall accept the 
teachings of Jesus, borrowed from the prophets 
of Israel and the rabbis of his day—only then 
will Christians accept Jews as brothers, will 
justice reign supreme, will wars be no more. 
Then indeed will there be “glory unto God in 
the highest; peace on earth, good will toward 
men.” —RABBI A. J. FEINBERG. 


Anglo-Jewish Press Must 


N THE CASE of the Council for American 

Judaism, the Anglo-Jewish press of the 
United States will be provided with a test. 
Although the argument will be and has been 
advanced that in these days that group does not 
warrant a hearing, newspapers must not make 
the decisions for the people, and the more re- 
sponsible Anglo-Jewish papers of the nation 
cannot refuse to publish material from and 
about the new group from its sponsors. 

The new group, evidently assuming that 
these columns would be closed to them, has 
made no mention of the Anglo-Jewish press in

its plans for reaching the American Jewish pub- 
lic. An organ of their own, a speakers bureau, 
and the use of the pulpit wherever. possible, 
have thus far been mentioned, but not the es- 
tablished Jewish press of the nation. 

Editorially to be sure, and The Post has not 
minced words either, the new group will be 
roundly censured, but the news columns must 
be open to them, for the Anglo-Jewish press 
must be open to all responsible activities, and 
despite other criticism, the rabbis aligned with 
the new Council cannot be said to be irrespon- 
sible.

The Great Betrayal 


HE DYE is cast. The ninety Reform rabbis, 
the Protest-rabbiner, having tired of mere 
vocal protest against the formation of a Jewish 
National Homeland in Palestine have now or- 
ganized the Council for American Judaism. 
How innocent a name can be. It is the avowed 
purpose of this group to sabotage the Zionist 
movement by making representations to the 
State department and to the various embassies 
of the United Nations to prove to them by 
united effort that not all Jews are in favor of a 
Jewish National Homeland. 

It is their contention that Judaism is only a 
religion, a universal religion, and therefore has 
outgrown the mundane meddling with nation- 
hood, specifically with the formation of a 
National Jewish state. Also that since this is a 
democracy they have the right to deviate from 
the will of the majority (in their case the Cen- 
tral Conference of American Rabbis) and thus 
save Judaism from succumbing to the pettiness 
of the world. 

When the fate of a nation hangs in the 
balance any untoward act that may.undermine 
that nation’s war effort is called treason. Acts 
that during peacetime would be called contrary 
opinion, in time of war are called treasonable 
acts punishable even with death. 

The fate of Palestine hangs today in the 


balance. All opinions to the contrary, it remains 
the sole hope for millions upon millions of Jews 
in the post war world. Any action that may 
undermine the possibility of giving Palestine to 
the Jews, of giving those in Palestine the right 
to self government, yes for a Jewish state, is 
treason. It is treason of the highest order for 
it would destroy the work of years, the dream 
of centuries, the hope of a people. 

They must be punished. Their punishment 
must be meted out by those whom they would 
affect, the Jewish people. These Protest-rab- 
biner must be ostracized, yes literally ostra- 
cized, put into Cherem. They must be denied 
admittance into the councils of Israel, they must 
be ostracized socially in all their communities 
by all right thinking Jews. It is no longer a 
question of treason. That they have betrayed 
Israel therefore they must be ejected from 
Israel. That they have denied the Promised 
Land of the eternal Bible they are therefore 
no longer rabbis in Israel. 

The Council for American Judaism has no 
place in Judaism. It is the blindfold of the 
assimilationists, the decriers of a Jewish people. 
It is for us the people of Israel to take this 
blindfold off and show them for what they are— 
the betrayers of Israel—Rabbi Sydney K. Moss- 
man.

Frisch class, and should 
soon see over 500 Zionists in the 
Indianapolis District. 
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, age tegreetiegy William Philip Simms, 

after discussing the post-war fate of the 
Jews, ends up by remarking whimsically: “Thus 
far no one has officially proposed that the 
Rhineland or some other lush part of Hitler’s 
realm be set aside at the peace table for a 
Jewish state, but there are those who say it 
would be poetic justice.” 


No! No! For heaven’s sake, not that! If Mr. 
Simms takes a piece of Germany away from 
the Germans to give to the Jews, the result may 
be to scatter a lot of Germans all over the 
world, and that wouldn’t be a consummation 
much to be desired. 

The well-known bad manners of the Ger- 
mans suggest rather that they should remain 
confined within their own borders, lest their 
special vices spread to other sections of the 
human race: Their arrogance, their unscrupu- 
lous hypocrisy, their unabashed lying, their 
sniveling obedience to masters, though they call 
themselves the noblest of the races, their sav- 
agery which has made hetacombs of the millions 
of their victims. 

I know very well that among other peoples, 
too, there are to be found arrogance, hypocrisy, 
falsehood, lickspittling; but nowhere else are 
these vices widespread enough to infect a whole 
people. 

I know nothing about the technic of massa- 
cres but it seems to me that the massacre of 
2,000,000 victims within the borders of a nation 
can be successfully accomplished only if it has 
the immoral support of the masses of the nation. 
Even in such an efficient country as Germany 
the mere labor of massacre so enormous must 
take multitudes of hands. A slaughter that 
immense can not go on without the knowledge, 
sanction and assistance of the nation. 

I am sure Mr. Simms would never be 
thanked for taking a piece of Germany away 
from the Germans and thereby causing infected 
Germans to be spread to the social body of man. 
kind. The Jews themselves—to whom Mr. 
Simms would give this piece of Germany— 
would say: “Thanks for your generous inten- 
tions, Mr. Simms, but, really, we don’t think 
you should do this to the world. Injecting Nazi 
Germans into the body of mankind! 

Not that I would forever keep Germans 
locked up in their own country, quarantined 
from contact with the human race. No! I be- 
lieve in the saving grace of moral and spiritual 
education and I like to believe that by a course 
of such education Germans may in the full- 
ness of time become safe people to let out into 
the world and to be allowed to mingle with all 
the other human segments. 

What I propose is a missionary movement to 


the Germans. Recently, in accounts of our war-__ 
fare in the South Pacific, I have been much en- 


heartened to read what fairly decent, tractable 
people cannibals have turned out to be. Our 
well-fed soldiers go among the réformed can- 
nibals with no fear at all; in fact they have 
found them to be willing helpers. 

This reformation among the cannibals was 
caused by no sudden automatic access of spirit- 
ual grace. It was the work of faithful mission- 
aries who, risking their own flesh in the hungry 
jaws of the cannibals, undertook a course of 
painstaking education that ultimately changed 
their eating habits. Today not a practicing can- 
nibal is to be found in all the south seas. 


I believe that what has been done for these 
benighted people can by education be done for 
the German-nation which, after all, is not a 
total stranger to civilization. There was a long 
period during which the German people were a 
promising breed. 


Proper education may in time convince their 
consciences of the immorality of wholesale 
murder, of the sin of being a constant menace 
to one’s neighbors who want only to be let 
alone, of the vice of arrogance which is a blem- 
ish on civilized man, of the stinking odor that 
hypocrisy and falsehood cause to exude from 
people. 

My Missionary Society for the Redemption 
of Germans would first of all bring together 
the world’s finest spirits in conference on what 
can be done about Germans. The disposal of 
Hitler, Goebbels, Goering, Himler, et al, will 
not have solved anything; the conference 
would be aware that the German people them- 
selves make the more awful problem: The way 
they have allowed themselves to be led from 
the bright height of civilized man to the abys- 
mal cave; the way they have flaunted them- 
selves as the superior people, contrary not only 
to the horrid facts of German life but contrary 
also to the idea of equal brotherhood; the way 
their minds, by a long course of Nazi education, 
have been totalitarianized to the brutalitarian 
concept that to make sure they really are supe- 
rior they must annihilate other peoples sus- 
pected of having merits of their own; the way, 
even long before Hitler’s time, they were a 
problem people, a terrible worry to their neigh- 
bors. 

The conference would organize a ten-year 
plan of social education toward improving the 
morals and manners of the Germans. It may 
take at least that long to disinfect their minds 
and then to re-educate them in accordance with 
ideas of civilized practice. 

My missionaries then would proceed to Ger- 
many. As missionaries I have in mind such 
men as the Archbishop of Canterbury, the 
American philosopher John Dewey, the Chinese 
Hu Shih. I would include the German pastor, 
Dr. Niemoeller who is in Germany but not of it. 


In line with poetic justice several of my 
missionaries would be from among the Jews. 
I can think of a number of great prophetic 
spirits in Israel, but I shall not publicly name 
these prophets, lest I cause resentment among 
other prophets who are not chosen. (Israel is 
divided enough already.) 

Were it not that I might get myself in bad 
with Republican readers, I would also place 
among my missionaries Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and his luminous vice-presidential partner, 
Henry Wallace. 


I select the excellent journalist, Mr. Simms, | 


to go with these missionaries to Germany and to 
report to hopeful mankind the progress of the 
Germans toward morality. When they have at- 
tained it they shall be restored to the family of 
the nations. 

(I hope, however, that in the meantime, the 
other peoples of the world will not neglect their 
own education toward establishing a more love- 
ly world by justice and compassion. In such a 
world there will be no problem of what to do 
with the Jews. The Jews will not be consid- 
ered as a separate people to be done with.)

What does concern me, is the way 
in which we Jews have come to 
disregard it so completely. When 
a man makes a donation to the 
synagogue, we never question, 
how this money was made. When 
we elect a man to an office in our 
synagogues, we disregard what he 
does outside of the affairs of the 
Temple. To ask such questions 
to American Jews, would be to 
make a fool of one’s self. 

- We, in Indianapolis, have 
reaped the fruit of such a policy. 
We have some officers at the 
heads of our synagogues who 
range from loan sharks to pub- 
licly condemned racketeers. And, 
we are perfectly content with 
such a situation. Even some of 
our rabbis who surely know bet- 
ter, haven’t the courage to attack 
this situation. Instead they are 
perfectly willing to draw their 
livings from this “ill gotten gain.” 

When will we have a rabbi in 
this community with the nerve to 
question the right of a... 
to head a congregation? The time 
seems a long way off. In this in- 
stance, our religious leaders are 
as false as those condemned by 
Jeremiah. 

But, we, the Jewish community 
have no right to condemn our 
rabbis or our congregation presi- 
dents. They are merely a prod- 
uct of ourselves. Our rabbis 
don’t come from heaven. They 
come from the people who are 
willing to content themselves 
with the situation that we have in 
Indianapolis. 

I think it is about time that we 
do something about it. I think the 
time has come for our rabbis to 
condemn the situation. I think it 
is time for the people to throw 
out the loansharks and the rack- 
eteers from their postion of lead- 
ership. It is only with such a 
purge, that our religion can be 
cleansed and sanctified as_ it 


should be.
